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The  Farmer  Cooperative  Service  conducts  research 
studies  and  service  activities  of  assistance  to  farmers  in 
connection  with  cooperatives  engaged  in  marketing  farm 
products,  purchasing  farm  supplies,  and  supplying  business 
services.  The  work  of  the  Service  relates  to  problems  of 
management,  organization,  policies,  merchandising,  product 
quality,  costs,  efficiency,  financing,  and  membership. 

The  Service  publishes  the  results  of  such  studies, 
confers  and  advises  with  officials  of  farmer  cooperatives; 
and  works  with  educational  agencies,  cooperatives,  and 
others  in  the  dissemination  of  information  relating  to 
cooperative  principles  and  practices. 
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This  report  on  the  1961-62  survey  of  memberships  and  business 
volumes  of  cooperatives  is  limited  to  those  tabulat ions  that 
are  essential  for  providing  continuity  of  data.  The  detailed 
in  formation  on  number  and  memberships  by  major  commodity  groups, 
States,  and  geographic  areas  is  provided  in  table  2.  Informa- 
mation  on  business  volume  similarly  classified  is  given  in 
table  9.  Tables  giving  the  breakdown  between  local  and  regional 
memberships   and  business   volume   are   also   included. 

For  classif ication  of  cooperatives  and  procedures  for  obtain- 
ing information  in  the  annual  survey,  refer  to  appendix  in 
''Statistics  of  Farmer  Cooperatives,  1960-61,''  FCS  General 
Report  112,  July  1963.  It  is  contemplated  that  users  of  these 
statistics  will  be  provided  with  this  additional  information 
every  2  years. 


Highlights 


The  1961-62  survey  of  marketing,  farm 
supply,  and  related  service  coopera- 
tives showed  a  continuation  of  the  upward 
trend  in  the  total  business  volume,  while 
the  number  of  these  cooperatives  and 
their  memberships  continued  to  decrease. 
This  survey  provided  information  on 
memberships  and  business  volumes  of 
cooperatives  for  fiscal  years  ended  in 
any  month  during  the  period  July  1,  1961, 
through  June  30,  1962. 

Total  gross  volume  of  business  handled 
by  these  cooperatives,  including  inter- 
association  business,  amounted  to  $17.2 
billion.  This  was  an  increase  of  6.3 
percent  over  the  $16.2  billion  reported  in 
the  previous  year. 

Total  net  business,  after  adjusting  the 
gross  figure  for  business  done  between 
cooperatives,  amounted  to  $13  billion. 
This  was  an  increase  of  5  percent  over 
the  $12.4  billion  in  1960-61. 

The  total  number  of  these  cooperatives 
decreased  from  9,163  in  1960-61  to  9,039 
in  1961-62,  This  was  a  net  decrease  of 
124  associations.  For  several  years, 
reorganizations  involving  mergers,  con- 
solidations, and  acquisitions  have  had  an 
important  influence  on  this  downward  trend 
in  the  total  number  of  cooperatives.  These 
reorganizations  have  been  made  largely 
for  the  purpose  of  improving  operations 
and  expanding  services  to  meet  the  chang- 
ing needs  of  farmer  patrons. 

The  total  number  of  memberships  in 
these  9,039  associations  decreased  from 
7,202,895  in  1960-61  to  7,110,240  in  1961- 


62,  representing  a  decrease  of  1.3  percent. 
The  continuing  downward  trend  in  number 
of  memberships  is  regarded  primarily 
as  a  reflection  of  the  steadily  declining 
number  of  farmers  in  the  United  States. 

The  gross  value  of  farm  products 
marketed  by  cooperatives  amounted  to 
$13  billion  in  1961-62,  an  increase  of 
7  percent  over  the  total  gross  volume  of 
$12.1  billion  in  1960-61. 

The  net  value  of  these  farm  products, 
after  eliminating  duplication  resulting 
from  intercooperative  business,  amounted 
to  $10.2  billion.  This  represented  an 
increase  of  5.5  percent  over  the  $9.6 
billion  in  the  previous  year. 

The  gross  value  of  farm  supplies 
handled  by  farmer  cooperatives  amounted 
to  $3.9  billion  in  1961-62  compared  with 
$3.7  billion  in  the  previous  year.  This 
was  an  increase  of  4.5  percent.  The  net 
value  of  these  supplies,  after  intercooper- 
ative business  was  eliminated,  amounted 
to  $2.6  billion  and  represented  an  increase 
of  3.6  percent  over  the  $2.5  billion  in 
1960-61. 

Receipts  for  services  related  to  mar- 
keting farm  products  and  handling  farm 
supplies  amounted  to  $302  million.  This 
was  a  slight  decrease  from  the  $306 
million  reported  in  1960-61. 

Approximately  94  percent  of  all  of  the 
9,039  cooperatives  included  in  the  1961-62 
survey  voluntarily  furnished  information 
on  memberships  and  business  volumes  for 
the  survey.

Cooperatives  and  Memberships 


The  total  number  of  marketing,  farm 
supply,  and  related  service  coopera- 
tives included  in  the  1961-62  survey 
decreased  to  9,039  compared  with  9,163 
in  the  1960-61  survey.  The  total  number 
of  memberships  in  these  cooperatives 
decreased  by  92,655  and  amounted  to 
7,110,240  compared  with  7,202,895  in  the 
previous  survey. 

Number  of  Cooperatives 

The  total  number  of  9,039  marketing, 
farm  supply,  and  related  service  coopera- 
tives in  the  1961-62  survey  represented 
a  decrease  of  124  associations,  or  1,4 
percent,  from  the  9,163  associations  in 
the  previous  year.  For  several  years, 
reorganizations  involving  mergers,  con- 
solidations, and  acquisitions  have  had  an 
important  influence  on  this  downward  trend 
in  number.  These  reorganizations  have 
been    made    largely   for   the   purpose    of 


improving  operations  and  expanding  serv- 
ices to  meet  the  changing  needs  of  farmer 
patrons. 

The  total  number  of  9,039  cooperatives 
included  5,626  that  primarily  marketed 
farm  products,  3,206  whose  major  oper- 
ation was  handling  farm  production  sup- 
plies, and  207  related  service  coopera- 
tives. The  major  services  of  these  re- 
lated service  cooperatives  included 
trucking,  storage,  grinding,  drying,  and 
similar  services  affecting  the  form, 
quality,  or  location  of  farm  products  and 
supplies  handled  by  cooperatives  but  did 
not  include  credit,  electric,  dairy  herd 
improvement,  artificial  breeding,  or  other 
types  of  cooperatives. 

Statistics  in  this  report  are  based  on 
current  information  furnished  by  94  per- 
cent of  all  cooperatives  included  in  the 
1961-62  survey. 


Table  1  shows  that  marketing  coopera- 
tives represented  -  62.2  percent;  farm 
supply  cooperatives,  35.5  percent;  and 
service  cooperatives,  2.3  percent  of  the 
total  number. 

In  reviewing  the  percentages  shown 
in  table  1,  the  reader  should  realize  that 
in  each  annual  survey  some  cooperatives 
are  reclassified  because  of  changes  in 
the  commodity  group  or  service  that 
represents  the  major  portion  of  their 
dollar  volumes. 

In  table  2,  each  cooperative  is  classi- 
fied according  to  the  commodity  that 
represents  the  largest  percentage  of  its 
dollar  volume  of  business.  This  method 
of  classification  reflects  changes  in  the 
operations  of  reporting  cooperatives  based 
on  dollar  volumes. 

Minnesota  continued  in  first  place  in 
total  number  of  cooperatives  with  1,148 
associations.  Wisconsin  was  second  with 
675,  and  Iowa  was  third  with  607.  These 
figures  represented  decreases  for  each  of 
the  three  States. 


Number  of  Memberships 

The  total  number  of  memberships  in 
these  marketing,  farm  supply,  and  related 
service  cooperatives  in  the  United  States 
amounted  to  7,110,240,  a  decrease  of  1.3 
percent  from  the  7,202,895  in  the  previous 
year  (table  3).  This  is  a  reflection  of  the 
decrease  in  the  total  number  of  farmers 
in  the  United  States.  Inasmuch  as  many 
farmers  belong  to  more  than  one  coop- 
erative and  are  counted  two  or  more 
times,  these  membership  figures  con- 
tain duplication  under  current  reporting 
methods. 

Membership  figures  vary  widely  in 
those  commodity  groups  that  operate  under 
price  stabilization  programs  —  particu- 
larly cotton,  nuts,  and  tobacco. 

The  figures  on  membership  may  also 
be  affected  by  the  variety  of  services 
performed  by  cooperatives.  A  producer 
may,  for  example,  use  the  services  of 
a  cooperative  for  marketing  only  one 
commodity  out  of  a  number  of  farm 
products    marketed    by    the    cooperative

or  for  purchasing  one  or  more  produc- 
tion supplies.  His  business  with  the 
cooperative  may  not  be  in  the  commodity 
group  that  represents  the  predominant 
portion  of  the  cooperative's  business 
volume  and  determines  how  the  coop- 
erative shall  be  classified  in  these 
statistics,  but  his  membership  will  be 
included  arbitrarily  in  the  commodity 
group. 

Minnesota  continued  in  first  place  in 
total  number  of  memberships  with  600, 125 
(table  2).         Illinois  remained  in  second 


place  with  456,570,  and  Missouri  moved 
into  third  place  with  435,500. 

Table  4  shows  the  number  of  member- 
ships in  local  and  regional  cooperatives 
classified  by  commodity  groups.  Of  the 
9,039  cooperatives  included  in  the  1961-62 
survey,  8,256  --  or  91.3  percent  --  were 
local  associations.  These  local  coopera- 
tives had  4,529,945  memberships,  or  63.7 
percent  of  the  total.  Regional  coopera- 
tives represented  8.7  percent  of  the  asso- 
ciations and  accounted  for  36.3  percent 
of  the  memberships. 


Business  Volume 


The  gross  volume  of  business,  includ- 
ing interassociation  business,  of  these 
9,039  cooperatives  amounted  to  $17.2 
billion  in  1961-62  (table  5).  This  was  an 
increase  of  6.3  percent  over  the  $16.2 
billion    reported    in   the   previous    year. 

The  total  net  business,  after  adjusting 
the  gross  figure  for  business  done  between 
cooperatives,    amounted  to    $13    billion. 


This  was  an  increase  of  5  percent  over 
the  $12.4  billion  in  1960-61.  This  latest 
net-volume  figure  of  $13  billion  is  60 
percent  greater  than  the  total  net  volume 
of  $8.1  billion  reported  in  1950-51 
(figure  1).  The  1950-51  survey  was  the 
first  in  the  revised  statistical  series  in 
which  cooperatives  were  asked  to  report 
on  each  of  the  major  commodity  groups 
they  handle.

This  total  net  volume  of  $13  billion 
included  $10.2  billion  for  farm  products 
marketed,  almost  $2.6  billion  for  farm 
supplies,  and  $302  million  for  services 
performed  for  patrons  (table  5).  The 
$10.2  billion  marketing  volume  accounted 
for  78  percent  of  the  total  net  business 
volume  of  cooperatives  in  1961-62.  This 
$10.2  billion  represented  an  increase  of 
5.5  percent  over  the  $9.6  billion  in  the 
previous  year  and  was  60  percent  more 
than  the  total  net  marketing  volume  of 
$6.4  billion  in  1950-51. 

The  net  farm  supply  business  of  almost 
$2.6  billion  accounted  for  19.7  percent  of 
the  total  net  business  volume  in  1961-62. 
This  $2.6  billion  was  up  3.6  percent  over 
the  $2.5  billion  of  farm  supplies  reported 
in  the  previous  year  and  was  52  percent 
over  the  $1.7  billion  reported  in  1950-51. 

The  value  of  related  services  per- 
formed by  these  cooperatives  amounted 
to  $302  million  in  1961-62,  a  decrease  of 
1  percent  from  the  $306  million  of  the 
previous  year,  but  better  than  triple  the 
service  receipts  of  almost  $100  million 
reported  in  1950-51. 

Table  6  shows  the  value  of  each  major 
commodity  group  handled  in  1961-62, 
irrespective  of  the  type  of  cooperative 
handling  the  commodity. 

An  estimated  total  of  6,422  coopera- 
tives marketed  farm  products  of  all  types 
in  1961-62.  This  was  71  percent  of  the 
9,039  associations  in  the  survey.  These 
6,422  cooperatives  included  5,604  asso- 
ciations whose  major  operation  was  mar- 
keting farm  products,  803  associations 
primarily  handling  farm  supplies,  and 
15  service  cooperatives  that  were  pri- 
marily performing  trucking,  storage,  or 
other  services  related  to  marketing  or 
handling  farm  supplies.  Twenty-two  mar- 


keting cooperatives  that  were  either  newly 
organized  or  temporarily  inactive  are  not 
included  in  this  total. 

A  total  of  6,982  cooperatives  handled 
farm  supplies  in  1961-62,  representing 
77.2  percent  of  the  total  number  of  coop- 
eratives in  the  survey.  These  6,982 
associations  included  3,204  that  were 
primarily  handling  farm  supplies  for  their 
patrons  in  1961-62  and  3,687  marketing 
and  91  service  associations  handling  farm 
supplies  as  a  sideline  activity.  This  total 
does  not  include  two  newly  organized  farm 
supply  cooperatives  that  were  not  yet  in 
operation    at    the    time    of    the    survey. 

A  total  of  5,495  cooperatives  of  all 
types,  or  60.8  percent  of  the  total,  per- 
formed one  or  more  services  related  to 
marketing  or  farm  supply  purchasing  for 
their  patrons  in  1961-62.  These  5,495 
cooperatives  consisted  of  207  that  pri- 
marily performed  service  activities,  such 
as  trucking,  storage,  drying,  and  similar 
services  related  to  marketing  farm  prod- 
ucts or  selling  farm  supplies;  1,801  farm 
supply  cooperatives;  and  3,487  marketing 
cooperatives,  including  cotton  ginning, 
livestock  trucking,  and  rice  and  fruit  dry- 
ing cooperatives. 

These  figures  indicated  that  65  percent 
of  all  marketing  cooperatives  handled 
production  supplies  in  1961-62,  and  62 
percent  provided  specialized  services, 
such  as  cotton  ginning  and  live  stock  truck- 
ing, or  general  services,  such  as  storage, 
grinding,    and    drying   for   their  patrons. 

Among  the  farm  supply  cooperatives, 
25  percent  also  marketed  farm  products 
and  56  percent  performed  various  serv- 
ices for  their  patrons. 

Seven  percent  of  the  207  service  coop- 
eratives marketed  farm  products  for  their

Local  and  Regional 
Cooperatives 

Table  7  shows  the  value  of  farm  prod- 
ucts marketed  in  1961-62  by  local  and 
regional  cooperatives  classified  by  major 
commodity  groups.  Local  cooperatives 
accounted  for  almost  $4.6  billion  of  the 
net  value,  or  almost  45  percent  of  the 
total.  Regional  cooperatives  accounted 
for  $5.6  billion  of  the  total  net  value,  or 
55  percent. 

The  value  of  the  marketing  business 
done  between  cooperatives  was  $2.8 
billion,  representing  21.8  percent  of  the 
total  gross  marketing  volume. 

Table  8  gives  a  similar  breakdown  on 
the  value  of  supplies  handled  by  local  and 
regional  cooperatives  of  all  types.  Local 
cooperatives  accounted  for  $1.97  billion 
of  the  net  volume,  or  77  percent  of  the 
total.  Regional  cooperatives  accounted 
for  $589.5  million,  or  23  percent  of  the 
total  net  volume  of  farm  supplies  handled 
by  cooperatives. 

The  value  of  the  supply  business  done 
between  cooperatives  amounted  to  $1.35 
billion,  representing  34  percent  of  the 
total  gross  supply  volume  of  $3.9  billion. 

Geographic  Areas 
and  States 

The  estimated  value  of  all  farm  prod- 
ucts   marketed   cooperatively  in  1961-62 


is  shown  by  States  and  geographic  areas 
in  table  9  on  page  21.  The  West  North 
Central  and  East  North  Central  areas 
combined  accounted  for  47  percent  of  the 
total  net  value  of  farm  products  marketed 
in  that  year  by  cooperatives. 

The  estimated  value  of  all  farm  sup- 
plies purchased  by  patrons  of  marketing, 
farm  supply,  and  related  service  coopera- 
tives is  shown  by  States  and  geographic 
areas  in  table  9  on  page  25.  The  West 
North  Central  and  East  North  Central 
areas  combined  accounted  for  almost  53 
percent  of  all  supplies  purchased  by 
patrons  of  farmer  cooperatives  in  1961-62. 

The  value  of  service  receipts  is  shown 
by  States  and  geographic  areas  in  table  9 
on  page  25.  The  West  North  Central  area 
continued  to  rank  first  with  service 
receipts  amounting  to  more  than  $98 
million,  representing  32,5  percent  of  the 
total  value  of  service  receipts  reported 
by  cooperatives. 

California  remained  in  first  place  in 
the  net  value  of  the  combined  volume  of 
farm  products  marketed,  farm  supplies 
handled,  and  services  performed  for 
patrons,  with  $1.4  billion,  representing 
10.5  percent  of  the  total  net  value  (table  9 
on  page  25). 

Minnesota  remained  in  second  place 
with  a  total  net  business  volume  of  $926 
million,  or  7.1  percent  of  the  total.  Iowa 
continued  in  third  place  with  $726  million 
and  Illinois  retained  fourth  place  with 
almost  $700  million,  representing  5.6 
percent  and  5.4  percent,  respectively,  of 
the  total  net  business  volume  of  all  coop- 
eratives   in   the    United  States.
